THE MAN WHO DARES. 


HE TAKES CHARGE OF A PASSENGER 
TRAIN W ITH A CLUB, 


P ottin g Two Men Horn d e Combat, and 
Then Walks Off with A ll the 
Money In the Em­ 
press Safe» . 


Bloomin gton, IwL» May l .—A daring 
train-robbery occurred 
at Harrodsburg, 
Ind., early Thursday morning. 
Train No. 
S of the Louisv ille, New Albany & Chicago 
railway left Louisv ille on time Wednesday 
ev ening, and bad run almost to Harrods­ 
burg, a distance of ninety miles, without in­ 
cident. 
The 
train 
was 
made 
up of 
the ordinary sleeping, 
passenger, smok­ 
ing 
and 
baggage 
cars, 
and 
the 
latter v ehicle bad two occupants, George K. 
Dav is, the messenger of the American Ex ­ 
press company , and Peter Webber, the bag­ 
gageman. A little after midnight, when the 
train had stopped for water, about a mtle 
from Harrodsburg, Dav is was sitting in a 
chair near the door smoking, while Webbei- 
was checking up bis acco unS at the other 
end of the car. 
The moment the train 
started, a large man, his face concealed by a 
bush blonde beard, burst open the*door. 
In 
his hand he brandished a green hickory 
club, newly cut and with the bark on. 
It 
was the length of an ordinary walking- 
stick, and weighed three pounds. 
The in­ 
truder said not a word, but, raising his 
weapon, made a dash for the ex press messen­ 
ger. 
Dav is half rose in his chair and drew 
his rev olv er, but the bludgeon came crash­ 
ing down upon his head, and, 
with a 
fractured 
skull, 
the 
messenger 
foil 
backward, 
his 
pistol 
dropping 
from 
his hand upon the door. 
This weapon the 
robber seized, and, firing a shot into the 
head of the recumbent man, be poked the 
muzzle of the pistol into the face of the af­ 
frighted baggageman, and commanded him 
to open the safe of the ex press company 
that lay in the corner of the car. 
Webber 
demurred, say ing that he had no key s, but 
he was ordered to get them from Dav is’ 
pocket, and at the pistol’s muzzle the bag­ 
gageman leaned ov er 
the 
bloody 
and 
wounded 
body 
of 
bis companion and 
searched him for the key s 
These found, he 
opened the safe, and then the robber shot 
him. 
He fell back with a wound on the left 
side of the head. 
The bullet, howev er, 
glanced off without penetrating the skull, 
and the desperado proceeded to rifle the safe. 
Taking all the money there was in it, he 
pulled the bell-cord which connected with 
the engine, and when the train stopped he 
got off and disappeared in the woods. 
The 
entire tragedy occupied but a few moments, 
and the first the passengers knew of it 
was when the train suddenly stopped and 
the wounded Webber came stumbling into the 
first passenger car, ex claiming that Dav is 
had been murdered and the safe robbed. 
The train ran on a few miles to this place, 
when the wounded Dav is was taken to a 
hotel 
It then went on to Chicago. 
How much money was in the safe is not y et 
certainly known, although the best computa­ 
tions that the ex press company officials can 
make place it at about $3 ,000. There were ru­ 
mors to the effect that the sum was much 
larger, some persons placing the amount at 
$13 ,000, but this is discredited by the com­ 
pany officials, who say that it would be an 
ex traordinary amount to be carried on that 
run. 
The sura will not be ex actly known 
until the reports of the v arious local agents 
are made at Clev eland. 
The reasons, how­ 
ev er, why it is thought that not ov er $3 ,000 
was in the safe are that no shipment* of 
money are carried 
on 
this 
run ex ­ 
cept 
from Louisv ille and local 
points 
along the route. 
The American company 
makes all of its money shipments from 
southern points v ia Cairo, and there is little 
trade between Chicago and Louisv ille which 
calls for large remittances from the latter 
city north. 
The company carries much 
more money on its southern run than it does 
on its northern, and unless there was some 
ex traordinary shipment the officials feel saf* 
in placing the max imum amount at the fig­ 
ure abov e mentioned. 
Had there been such 
a shipment they feel sure they would hav e 
been notified of it 
Whatev er the sum was, 
the robber got all of it, as only $1.3 0 was 
found in the safe. 
After an ex amination of the wounds of 
the ex press messenger and boggagemaster 
by the doctors, they were both pronounced 
fatal 
Peter Webber is married and 
lives 
in New Albany , to which place he was taken 
on the morning ex press. 
George Dav is is a 
single man and liv ed in Louisv ille. Before 
the robbery a tall, slender man, carry ing u 
heav y stick, was seen ini, the smoking-car, 
but after the ev ent he was missing. 
He no 
doubt was the robber, although it is thought 
there must hav e been moro than one. • 
A fter d ay light the news of the robbery 
spread rapid ly , and the peoble in the vicinity 
of Harrod sburg and Smithville turned out 
en masse to scour the country . 
Telegrams 
were sent in every d irection and officers 
acted promptly 
on the 
slighto-t clew. 
Enough was ascertained 
to make sura 
that the robber went across the field s to 
tiie westward , but after following his trail 
about 
tw o miles all traces of Him were 
lost. 
The 
ex p ress company and railroad 
officials are on the alert, and will continue 
so until the robber is arrested . 
Davis’ 
brother arrived from Louisville Thursd ay 
noon, and found the wound ed man very low 
and bey ond recovery . 
His wound s had 
been d ressed and all possible attention given 
him. 
A man who has served 
a term in the peni- 
tentiary was .seen la the neighborhood of the 
place where the train stopped early in the 
morning, and as he answers the d escription 
of the robber the officers are after him.

Nx w Y ork , May 1.—Richard Short, the 
assailant of Capl Phelan, of Kansas City , 
was arraigned for trial at noon Thursday . 
The court-room was crowded and it was 
necessary to station a strong fores of polios

O’Brien was present and Phelan was also 
absent. 
Up to 4 o'clock but one juror had 
been selected and the case was adjourned.

HURRICANE IN MISSOURI. 


Nine Loaded Cars Blown from the Track

About fiv e miles south of Pleasant 
Hill, on the Tex as branch of the Misssoux i Pa­ 
cific railway , the wind was terrific, and blew 
nine loaded fretght-cars and a caboose from 
the track. 
The train at the time was run­ 
ning about eight miles an hour. 
Four of 
the cars were loaded with cattle, three 
with grav el ballast, and two with gen­ 
eral merchandise. 
In the caboose at the 
time were Christian Koeger, the conductor; 
J . H. Quackenbush, of Kansas, and 11» 
brakeman. 
All three were cut and bruised, 
as the ov erturned car was dragged sev eral 
hundred feet after leav ing the rails. 
When 
the stock-cars went ov er many cattle and 
hogs were killed, and as the cars were 
oroken and wrecked, many of the animals 
escaped and are still roaming ov er the coun­ 
try . 
At Holden, a few miles east of the main 
line of the Missouri Pacific railway , sev eral 
houses were blown down and a little child 
was killed. 
At Kingsv ille two stores were 
wrecked, and at Plum Grov e the Methodist 
church was unroofed. 
Immediately after tho wind came a del­ 
uge of water, and In the country tho loss ut 
considerable stock is reported.
